stringent measure. they enforced was a house to house search for food and clothing.

According te a story current among “officials of the Seoul government and TCT 


beirs of the North Korean State Security Bureau, in early Novouber 1990 before 
the troops Left Ghina, LIN Plao instructed his forces as follows: "Your 
enemy in Korea is not the Republic of Korea army but the United States army. In 
Korea, wherever you are, you must not kill or punish the civiliens, but. rather 
protect then." It was under LIN Piao's orders that the North Korean governzent 


issued its tilitary Order ‘fo. 71, which forbade the killing of war prisoners and 
civilians. .
